From'ft double tenement house occupied 
by John Keyuolda and Patrick Douer a 
sis-yoar-old boy of tho latter was taken, un- 
conscious and with n broksn log.

In tho summer of 1S78 the lieUerophou, un- 
der tho command of Vice Admiral Inglotield, 
with two other British ships of war, visited 
Newport Harbor, remaining from August 
28th until after September Uth. 
On their 


arrival, tho City Connoil of Newport ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange an enter- 
tainment for the officers. 
Accordingly, a 


ball and banquet were given at the Ocean 
House, September !), at a cost of about 
$2950, invitations being extended to some 
twelve hundred citixeus, as well as to the 
officers. It is alleged by way of apology for tbo 
City Connoil, that, on a similar visit in 1875, 
a similar entertainment was given without 
objection from anybody, and that the pres- 
ence of the vessels drew crowds of visitors 
to tho city, to the considerable emolument 
of the citizens. The resolution to give the 
entertainment was so notorious that it must 
bo presumed to have been known at once to 
tho complainants, who were resident iu 
Newport, and who nevertheless took no 
legal stops to prevent the entertainment. 
Tho answer alleges that the Committee of 
Arrangements acted in good faith, believing 
their action was legal. 
It also alleges, 


what appears to havo been tho fact, that tho 
entertainment was provided on the credit of 
the city by persons who had no connection 
with the city government, and who honest- 
ly believed that the committee had power to 
contract for tho city. 
Those persons re- 


main unpaid. This Buit was commenced 
September 27, 1878, by certain tax-payers 
of tho city of Newport. 
Tho hill prays for 


an injunction to restrain the defendant, who 
is the City Treasurer of tlio city of Newport, 
from paying the cost of the entertainment 


peril to know tho extent of its capacity.

in a suit of their own, upon what principle 
con tho defendant be permitted to make it 
for their advantage in a suit to which they 
are not parties V Wo think it is very clear 
that ho cannot be permitted to do it. 


Of course we regret the predicament in 


which the furnishers of the entertainment 
will find themselves in consequence of this 
decision. 
We trust, however, that their 


fellow citizens will not leave them without 
assistance. 


Wo direct that tho injunction bo made 


perpetual.

Tho bill seta forth n clause of the oimrter 


of the city of Newport, which declares thnt 
nothing in tho charter shall bo construed 
"as giving power to voto money for any 
object, except for tbo regular, ordinary nud 
usual expenses of tho city." 


Tho defendant concedes thnt tho City 


Council hud no authority to contract or to 
empower tho committee to contract for tho 
entertainment in tho nnmo of tho city, nnd 
rests his defence solely on tho ground that 
tbo complainants havo forfeited all claims 
to equitable relief by their laches, 
in 


wnitiug until after tho entertainment had 
been given before bringing tho suit. Ho cites, 


vs. Adams, 10 Cush. 2i»2, in which tho Sn- 
premo Judicnl Court of Massachusetts re- 
fused to enjoin the payment of money ille- 
gally appropriated for tho celebration of tho 
second centennial anniversary of tho settle- 
ment of a Massachusetts town, because of 
such Inches on tho part of those by whom 
the injunction was nsked. 
"With a full 


knowledge of the voto of the town nnd the 
proceedings of tho committee," says Mr. 
Justice Bigelow in delivering judgment ; 
"They (i. e. tho petitioners) permitted con- 
tracts to be made, and expenditures to be 
incurred, not only by the committee, but by 
third parties, who acted in good faith, rely- 
ing on the credit of tha town. 
They took 


no measures to enforce their rights until 
after tho celebration had taken place, and 
innoaout parties hnfl come under liabilities, 
which they would not have assumed if tho 
petitioners hnd seasonably sought redress 
for the impending grievance. 
To issue nu 


injunction restraining tho payment of the 
bills thus incurred, would bo manifestly 
most inequitable." And sco .Fuller v. Mel- 
roso, I Allon, 1GG ; in which Tash v. Adams 
is reaffirmed. 


We do not aoo any material distinction be- 


tween 7'rt.i/i 0,1 Adainn and tbo cnso at bar, 
nnd therefore if Task vs. Adams is good au- 
thority, tho bill in (ho case at bar must bo 
dismissed. 
Wo do not think it can bt 


lowed as authority. 
Tho object of this suit 


is to restrain tho defendant ns a City Treas- 
urer from making an illegal payment out of 
the treasury. 
Tho defendant admits the il- 


legality of tha payment, nud therefore he 
virtually admits that the complninnnts nro 
only seeking to have him enjoined from 
doing what it is his duty to refrain from do- 
ing without injunction. 
His only objection 


to tbe injunction is, that tbe complainants 
havo forfeited thoir claim to it by their 
laches. 
But toward whom thoy have boon 


guilty of Inches ? Not towards tho defend- 
ant, and not towards tho city, for which 
tho defendant acts. 
Tho injunction will 


not hurt the defendant. 
It will benefit the 


city.

British war-shipsj aud iuvitud guosts, is 
one which is eminently tonic in these days 
of lax fiduciary sentiment .and mental as 
well as legal looseness iu tbe conduct of 
municipal affairs. 
It is sound iu law aud it 


is in the direction of a strict accountability 
of public ofiioials. It meets tho whole case, 
and disposes of it upon grounds which ore 
ns just in their common sense as tbey are 
comformable to the demands of technical 
law and a broad equity. 


There was no authority for the incurring 


of the expense which the taxpayers of New- 
port were asked to pay. 
But tho injunction 


was opposed on the ground that the taxpay- 
ers bad neglected to object in ndvance, and 
therefore ought to pay for their laches. 
The Judge makes short work with this ap- 
plication of the doctriue of estoppel. He 
evidently does not intend to iucur the 
criticism which has been made by very ex- 
cellent judicial authority that this doctrine 
has been sometimes carried too for. 
At any 


rate he shows that iu this case the defendant 
has no right to appeal to it. The City 
Treasurer says that the taxpayers of New- 
port are stopped from saying that they will 
not pny for what tbey never bad, nor asked 
for, nor gave anybody else authority to have 
or to contract for ; but the court says they 
are not, either in law or equity or upon any 
business or common-sense principles, pre- 
vented from denying their liability to pny 
for the fiddling wbioh they never heard, 
and the champagne which they did not 
drink, nor authorized any other person or 
persons to dance to, or imbibe.
